member of the clearing bouse and was 
severely criticised by other bankers for 
its action, on the

Tbe explanatiou of bird-Might lhat 


occurs to the casual ulweiver Is that 
lhe« wluged crewluree fly by flapping 
their wings. But ull birds do not do 
so. In fact, the birds that fly the best 
and most fearlessly cau 'proceed for 
hours and sometimes for a whole day, 
aud not infre<]ueut!y against the force 
of a storm, without making the slight- 
est precepiible movement 
of their 


wings. 


Although the secret of flight on 


motionless wings Is at present beyoud 
the soluiion of science, the principle 
Involved gives piomlse of being the 
one that would be most successfully' 
applied by man in aerial travel. II is 
Irne that nearly all insects and most 
of the small birds proceed by beating 
their wings, sometimes with almost 
incredible velocity. Possibly, the ali- 
sliips of Ihe future, particularly those 
designed for short trips, may proceed 
by tills method. Bui Ihe present leu- 
dency Is loward nailing flight. 


Tbe most common theory iu explan- 


ation of flight on.motioulesa wings is 
that the birds take advantage of air 
currents. However, a fact that weak- 
ens the air current idea is that birds of 
prey will dart •instantly in any direc- 
llou, quite regardless of. air currents, 
when a victim appears. 


This theory of necessary air. currenls 


may have been as serious a hiuderauce. 
to the progress of aeronautics as has 
been the fallacy that iu order to sail, a 
ship must be lighter than air. 
But 


tbe fact thai there isamoug Uie myriad 
of bird species a number lhat wtng 
their way wilhoul eH'orl in either calm 
or storm, some of them sailing on mo- 
tionless pinions, furnishes the 
hope 


nnd possibilliy that uiim may also be- 
come ubfolnte master of tbe air.—"The 
-Mystery of Bird Flight," in the Au.

The autochrome plfie Is a ui-irvel of 


scientific 
Ingenuity

skill. A slicky plate is coated with M 
tingle layer of starch globules, ull of 
exactly the same size, and so small 
thai It takes no less limn 20,000 lo coy- 
usiniile inch. These are composed of 
equal numbers of orange, green and 
violet particles, and uin»t be placed to 
that they do not overlay In the Blight- 
er degree, 'llieminulespaces between 
them ate then lilted with H black sub- 
stance, eo that all the light which 
comes through must pass through ttm 
colored particles. At this stage the 
•film is varnished and subjected to im- 
mense pressure, so that all the globular 
grains of sUrch are compressed inlo 
cylinders, wllb a flat surface al front 
and back.
